The police of- 
flclhls in this piecimt are very 
sympathetic with the problems of 
both the faculty and the stu<len1s 
in this regard but they are. after 
all, held responsible to their supe- 
rior officers and consequently they 
must take drastic action where 
parklnji; infractions occur.

• SEVENTY-FIVE NAVAL Reserve 
officers, ranging in rank from 
ensign (o c^ommander, are enrolled 
In the University under the Navy's 
five-term educptienal piqn for line 
officers, according to’ Professor 
George W. Stone, Jr,, faculty ad- 
viser and, until his recent dis- 
charge, Lieutenant • Commander, 
USNR. This i^ the first year the 
Navy plan has -been in force. 

Under It. Reserve' officers adjected 
for transfer to the Regular Navy 
are able te gain sufficient academic . 
training to qualify them for a year 
course of professional work In the 
Navy General Line .School, thus 
Insuring them "equal opportunity 
of advancement In the naval pro- 
fession along with their contempo- 
raries who are graduates' bf'the 
U. S. Naval Academy," A check of 
the Naval Academy's curriculum re- 
vealed that five of the terms dt'o! 
primarily with a<Ademlc studies 
rather than wUh^ naval subjects 
and this lA the bakU.for the five- 
term plan. 

The work will be administered on 
a sliding scale-officers without 
pait college background will re- 
ceive five terms. thoM who had one 
term wUl receive four terms, and 
to on. Requirements include the 
qticcesjful completion of mat he- 
matlQS through aoUd geometry ai\d 
trigonometry, one year of physics, 
and the Unlvertity reUMlr^ents of 
written and oral English. Besides 
these, the normal program also ln-_ 
eludes courses In literature, history, 
political acience. economics, . lan- 
guage, psychology, public speaking,' 
and physical education, p^her 
courtea may be chosen with proper 
approval of University authorities, 
and courses may be substituted for 
those already completed in the 
past

Letter To. The Editors 

• THERE IS a disconcerting unclarity, lack of aware- 
ness and Empathy on the campus in regard to a very 
serious plotter— the “selective” admittance policies 
practiced at Lisner Auditorium. 

At a recent performwice of the "Ballet of Amer- 
ica" in Lisner Auditorium, a group of Washingtonians, 
among them the Dean of the School of Medicine at 
Howard University, was refused admittance In defer- 
ence to the so-called "community policy" of not admit- 
ting Negroes to public affairs which other people at- 
tend. ‘ ' 

This "community policy," over which so many cro- 
codile tears are shed by those who observe it with 
"regrets',” is a fiction. The Watergate, Constitution 
Hall operated by the D.A.R., and all of the government 
auditoriums, including the Department of Interior 
Auditorium only a few blocks from our campus, are 
open to all people regardless of their race, creed or 
color. 

Just as the directors of public places, and groups 
performing in public plac^ can not evade' responsibili- 
ty for the policies they practice, neither can we. At 
our own Student Council-sponsored forUm in Lisner 
Auditorium last week, orders were given to refuse ad- 
-inlttuM to Negroes even titmigh the forUm had bean

The trite reason given for the long delay Is to 
avoid spiritual conflict with Homecoming, an explana- 
tion which we consider feeble and illogical. We believe 
that the elections should be held as early as possible 
In order to enable classes to organize and make a con- 
tribution to Homecoming festivities and to elude a re- 
iteration of last year's failure. 

Last year's Council re-established the policy of 
electing officers for all four classes .and the election 
campaign began early in October, with voting dates set 
early in November. But in order to give suflldent 
time for the signing of petitions, the time was extend- 
ed, and elections were held In the middle of November. 
D^y followed again, however, when adverse criticism 
that the elections had been inefilclently managed led 
the Student Council to break a precedent and re-run 
the elections. Finally, shortly before the Christmas 
holidays, the elections were completed. Final exams 
after the holidays made organization vlrtuaUy impos- 
sible. Attempts were made to form commlttres and 
plan class events, but actually little was accomplished 
and the wondrous "class officers dream" slipped Into 
dilatory oblivion. 

Repetition of last year’s fiasco would probably 
prove fatal In any future attempt to strengthen class 
pride among the student body.

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• MEMBERS OF The Department 
of Anesthesiology of the Universi- 
ty Medical School will begin the 
first major research project in anea- 
thesU ever carried, out in 'Wash- 
ington hbout December 1, Dean 
Walter A. Bioedorn announced 
I»lt w«k. . 

I The project has been made possi- 
.ble by a public funds grant of $20.- 
000. It U expected to be augment- 
ed by a private grant of $3,000. 
These grants will aid in the, equip- 
ping of the new laboratory in the 
Vniverslty Medical Center, which 
opens next summer. Meanwhile, 
the research will be carried out on 
the University's service at Gal- 
linger Hospital and in the Medical 
School laboratories. 

Safer anesthesia during lung 
Operations will be the first objec- 
tive of the enterprise. Dr. Bioe- 
dorn said. The researchers will 
concentrate on determining a ra- 
tional method of administering 
ether under pressure. 'The present 
•technique ^^depends largely .. on 
guesswork. 

Chest surgery has improved 
greatly in the past tan years. Dr. 
Bioedorn emphasized, but greater 
precision is desired to make such 
operations even ’;Mfer.
